« The iſland of Gab. aud. face claims the 
honour of my birth; the Jeſuit college of 


Kemo in Blefeſcu, my education: There I An- 


tiredly, unremittingly, unceaſingly ſtudied many 
years, and wa/?-d, burned, watched-out many 
a midnight lamp, no in unprofitable philoſo- 
phic toil ot in the reſearches of who were 
the moſt virtuous of antiquity not how a man 
could live and die moſt admiredly poor; but 
how he might be/t, /oone/?, and eaſieſt arrive 
at worldly profit. From obſervation, and 
bleſſed alſo with a cold, yet commanding, apa- 
thetic ſtoical viſage and form, I turned to the 
pages of modern hiitory, and after, various 
revolvings, fixed on Lilliput as the ſtage where. 
on to act my part. 

« Fraught with polemic ſubtlety, and Jeſu- 
itic complacent conſcience and confidence, I 
bade adieu to the fathers of Remo, and bent 
my courſe to the expected El- Dorado. 

A few political pamphlets brought me 
into notice. I then wrote a treatiſe on the

e A good, faithful, praiſe-deſerving, brave, 
politically-ſrilled Governor returned from the 
labour of many years” ſervice in a diſtant 
clime, where the only fruit he gathered and 
had ſtored, was the hononr of his country, by 
him fully and reverentially preſerved.
